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ORDINANCE NO. 90-26 


AN ORDINANCE OF PALM BEACH COUNTY AMENDING 
SECTION 6.3 OF THE CHARTER OF PALM BEACH 
COUNTY TO LIMIT PROPOSED CHARTER AMENDMENTS TO 
A SINGLE SUBJECT, SUBJECT TO APPROVAL OF A 
MAJORITY OF THE ELECTORS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY 
IN A REFERENDUM; ESTABLISHING A REFERENDUM 
DATE; PROVIDING FOR BALLOT LANGUAGE; 
AUTHORIZING LEGAL ADVERTISEMENTS; PROVIDING 
FOR SEVERABILITY; PROVIDING AN EFFECTIVE DATE. 

WHEREAS, the Home Rule Charter of Palm Beach County, Florida, 
was approved by a majority of the electors of Palm Beach County at 
the general election held November 6, 1984; and 

WHEREAS, Section 6.3 of the Charter was approved by a majority 
of the electors at the general election held November 4, 1986, and 
became effective January 1, 1987; and 

WHEREAS, Section 6.3 of the Charter provides that amendments 
to the Charter may be proposed by the Board of County Commission, 
or by initiative, subject to approval of the electors of Palm Beach 
County in a referendum; and 

WHEREAS, State law requires county ordinances, and the 
Constitution of the State of Florida requires that amendments to 
the Constitution and state laws, embrace but one subject and matter 
properly connected therewith. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED by the Board of County 
Commissioners of Palm Beach County, Florida, that: 

1. Section 6.3 of the Home Rule Charter of Palm Beach County 
is hereby amended, subject to the approval of a majority of the 
qualified electors of Palm Beach County voting in the referendum 
provided for herein, to read: 

Section 6.3. Home Rule Charter Amendments 
Amendments to this Home Rule Charter may be 
proposed by the Board of County Commissioners 
by an affirmative vote of at least four (4) 
members, subject to approval by the voters of 
Palm Beach County in a referendum. The Home 
Rule Charter amendment may also be initiated 
by seven (7) percent of the number of voters 
qualified to vote in the last general 
election, and the initiated amendment shall be 
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presented and verified in the manner and time 
set forth in article V section 5.1. The Home 
Rule Charter amendment so initiated shall be 
placed on the ballot on the first Tuesday 
after the first Monday in November of any year 
or in connection with a presidential 
preference primary occurring at least thirty 
(30) days after verification. If approved by 
a majority of those who voted, the Home Rule 
Charter amendment shall become effective on 
the date specified in the amendment or if not 
so specified, on January 1 following the 
election. (Ord. No. 85-26, §2, 8-26-86) Each 
amendment to this Home Rule Charter shall be 

limited to a single and independent subject. 

Section 2. Pursuant to the applicable provisions of Chapters 
100 and 125, Florida Statutes, a referendum is hereby called and 
shall be held on November 6, 1990, at which time there shall be 

submitted to the electors of Palm Beach County, Florida, the 
following question: 

OFFICIAL BALLOT 
SPECIAL REFERENDUM ELECTION 
ON SINGLE SUBJECT CHARTER AMENDMENT 

NOVEMBER 6, 1990 

SHALL THE PALM BEACH COUNTY CHARTER 
BE CHANGED TO PROVIDE THAT CHARTER 
AMENDMENTS MUST BE LIMITED TO A 
SINGLE AND INDEPENDENT SUBJECT BY 
APPROVING PALM BEACH COUNTY 
ORDINANCE NO. 90-26?

Section 3. The Clerk of the Board of County Commissioners 
shall publish notice of the referendum in the manner required by 
Section 100.342, Florida Statutes. 

Section 4. If any section, paragraph, sentence, clause, 
phrase, or word of this ordinance is for any reason held by the 
Court to be unconstitutional, inoperative or void, such holding 
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shall not affect the remainder of this ordinance. 

Section 5. This ordinance shall become effective January 1, 
1991, only if approved by a majority of the qualified electors of 
Palm Beach County voting on the question posed at the November 6 
1990, referendum. If a majority of those voting on the question do 
not approve, this ordinance shall be deemed repealed effective 
November 30, 1990.
